WARRANT  FOR  TOWN  MEETING 


WORCESTER,  SS. 

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Tov/n  of  Douglas,  in  the 
county  of  Worcester,  Greeting. 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are 
directed  to  notify  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Douglas,  quali- 
fied tg  vote  in  elections  and  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  in  the  Town 
Hall,  in  East  Douglas  in  said  Douglas,  on  Monday,  the  Twentieth 
day  of  March,  1905,  at  nine  o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and 
there  to  act  on  the  following  articles : 

Art.  1 To  choose  a Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  a Town  Treasurer,  Town  Clerk,  one  Select- 
man for  three  years,  one  Assessor  for  three  years.  Town  Agent,  six 
Constables,  Tax  Collector,  Agent,  and  three  Appraisers  on  devise 
of  Moses  Wallis,  three  Fence  and  three  Bridge  Viewers,  all  for  one 
year,  also  one  Overseer  of  the  Poor  for  three  years,  three  School 
Committee  for  three  years,  one  Trustee  of  the  Public  Library  for 
three  years,  ten  Highway  Survey ers,  one  for  each  of  the  old  school 
districts,  (so  called)  also  one  Tree  Warden  for  one  year,  one  lown 
Cemetery  Commissioner  for  three  years,  one  Auditor  for  one  year. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers,  and  fill 
any  vacancies  that  may  appear. 

Art.  4.  To  vote  on  the  question.  Shall  license  be  granted  for  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  for  the  ensuing  year  in  this  town  ? 
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Art.  5.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Town  Officers  and  act  there- 
on. 

Art.  6.  To  raise  by  tax  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  repairs  of  highways  and  bridges,  sup- 
port of  poor,  for  schools  and  repairs  of  school  buildings,  for  paying 
debts  and  interest,  and  other  contingent  expenses,  for  salary  of 
superintendent  of  schools,  and  maintaining  the  electric  street  lights 
and  increasing  the  number,  if  the  town  so  desires. 

Art.  7.  To  determine  the  time  when  poll  and  other  taxes  shall 
be  collected,  and  to  see  what  rate  of  discount  will  be  allowed  on 
taxes  paid  before  such  time,  and  also  what  rate  of  interest  shall  be 
charged  on  all  taxes  not  paid  at  said  specified  time,  and  see  if  the 
town  will  give  the  collector  of  taxes  the  same  authority  that  the 
town  treasurer  has  when  collector. 

Art.  8 To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  names  proposed 
by  the  selectmen  to  serve  as  jurors  the  ensuing  year,  or  amend  the 
same  by  adding  thereto  or  taking  therefrom. 

Art.  9 To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  the  members  of  the 
fire  company  the  sum  of  eight  dollars  each  for  their  services  the 
ensuing  year,  no  member  to  receive  said  sum  until  he  has  served 
his  full  year  ending  April  1,  1906,  and  all  fines  to  be  deducted  from 
said  amount  and  covered  into  the  treasury  of  the  company. 

Art.  10  To  see  what  use  the  town  will  make  of  the  dog  fund, 
so-called,  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  11  To  see  what  number  the  acting  superintending  com- 
mittee of  the  schools  shall  consist  of  and  what  their  compensation 
shall  be. 

Art.  12  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  their  tax  collector 
two  hundred  dollars  the  ensuing  year  for  collecting  taxes,  or  act  or 
do  anything  in  relation  to  the  saine. 

Art.  13  To  choose  one  or  more  auditors  in  accordance  with 
Sec.  7,  Chapter  221,  of  the  Laws  and  Resolves  of  the  year  1888. 

Art.  14  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
furnish  state  aid  to  disabled  soldiers  or  their  families,  and  for  any 
other  purpose  not  included  in  Art.  6. 
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Art.  15  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  assessors  to 
abate  such  taxes  as  in  their  judgment  ought  to  be  abated,  which 
were  assessed  in  previous  years. 

Art.  16  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  Samuel  Sibley  post,  G. 
A.  R. ; one  hundred  dollars  for  charitable  purposes,  and  fifty  dol- 
lars to  be  expended  Memorial  Day,  under  provisions  of  Chapter 
189,  Sec.  1,  of  Acts  and  Resolves  of  the  year  1885. 

Art.  1 7.  To  see  what  price  the  town  will  pay  for  teams  and 
labor  on  the  highways  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  18.  To  hear  the  report  of  all  outstanding  committees  and 
act  thereon. 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  to  borrow  money  in  anticipa- 
tion of  the  taxes  of  the  present  municipal  year,  and  payable  there- 
from. 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  use  the-- license  money, 
if  licenses  are  granted,  on  the  highways,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  selectmen,  or  act  or  do  anything  in  relation  to  the  same. 

Art.  21.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  constructing  and  repairing  sidewalks,  and  under 
whose  supervision  it  shall  be  expended. 

Art.  22.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Douglas  Town  cemetery 
commissioners  and  act  thereon ; also  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  to  straighten  up  and  repair 
the  headstones  of  Revolutionary  soldiers  in  the  old  Douglas 
cemetery. 

Art.  23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  contract  with  the 
Douglas  Electric  Co.  for  street  lighting  the  coming  year,  or  act  or 
do  anything  in  relation  to  the  same. 

Art.  24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  repair  and  open  the 
school  house  for  instruction  in  district  No.  2,  and  appropriate 
money  therefor. 

Art.  25.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  p>ay  twenty-five  dollars 
for  repairs  of  town  clock,  so  called,  to  be  paid  from  the  contingent 
fund.  . 
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Art.  26  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  grade  and  curb  the  front  and  side  of  the  public 
library  lot. 

Art.  27  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  and  ap- 
propriate for  the  support  of  the  Simon  Fairfield  public  library. 

Art.  28  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to  the 
several  mortgages  held  by  devise  of  Moses  Wallis  by  the  inhabit- 
ants of  Douglas. 

Art.  29  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  continue  to  use  the 
present  location  of  the  Cummings’  Court  road,  with  its  slight  curve 
near  its  junction  with  Main  street  with  no  expense  to  the  town,  and 
where  it  has  been  for  the  last  sixty  years ; or  to  straighten  the  road 
by  building  through  the  central  portion  of  Mrs.  Louisa  S.  Hol- 
brook’s land,  paying  her  the  sum  of  $1,500  for  damages,  and  sev- 
eral hundred  more  for  building  the  road. 

Art.  30  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  its  board  of  se- 
lectmen, or  the  agent  of  the  Moses  Wallis  devise,  to  petition  the 
judge  of  probate  to  grant  a right  to  said  agent  of  the  Moses  Wallis 
devise  to  enable  him  to  make  loans  in  a sum  greater  than  $500. 

Art.  31  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  a steam  road 
roller  and  raise  and  appropriate  a sufficient  sum  therefor. 

The  polls  may  close  at  2 o’clock  p.  m. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting  up  attest- 
ed copies  thereof,  at  the  Post-Office  in  East  Douglas,  at  the  Post- 
Office  in  Douglas  Center,  and  at  the  School  House  in  South  Doug- 
las, ten  days,  at  least  before  the  time  for  holding  said  meeting. 

Hereof  fail  not,  and  make  due  return  of  this  Warrant  with  your 
doings  thereon,  to  the  Town  Clerk  at  the  time  and  place  of  meet- 
ing aforesaid.

I have  paid  during  the  year  school  house  note  No.  7 of  $1000.00 
The  net  indebtedness  of  the  town  remaining  the  same  March  1st, 
1905,  as  last  year.  The  town  has  acquired  by  purchase  the  site  of 
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the  Central  hall  building  on  Main  street,  also  paid  one- half  cost  of 
bridge  construction  over  the  Mumford  river  on  Manchaug  road, 
also  a new  road  machine.  These  are  some  of  the  purchases  not 
provided  for  in  the  original  appropriations.  I'he  town  of  Douglas’ 
total  debt  is  far  less  than  any  neighboring  towns  and  is  among  the 
lowest  in  the  state.  In  looking  back  10  years,  to  18Q5,  we  find 
the  total  indebtedness  is  about  the  same,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  you  have  built  a school  house  that  cost  ^18,000,  bought  an 
engine  and  crusher  at  a cost  of  ;^2500,  and  buying  real  estate  to  the 
value  of  ;^1000,  eliminating  curves  in  roads  of  $700,  besides  settling 
several  damage  cases  amounting  to  $2  500,  making  a total  outlay  of 
$24,700,  in  ten  years,  and  still  keeping  the  net  debt  at  the  same 
point.  While  this  has  been  done  by  an  increase  of  rate  in  taxation, 
it  tends  to  show  conclusively  that  the  town  is  wise  in  raising  as 
much  as  seems  necessary  to  pay  all  the  just  claims  against  it,  and 
at  the  same  time  give  the  inhabitants  some  of  the  improvements 
which  are  necessary  to  a wide  awake,  prospering  municipality.

By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Douglas 


ARTICLE  I. 

TOWN  MEETINGS. 

Section  l.  Every  warrant  for  a Town  Meeting  shall  be  served 
by  posting  attested  copies  of  the  same  at  least  ten  days  before  the 
time  of  the  meeting  to  be  held  under  it  in  three  public  places,  as 
follows : At  the  Post-Office  at  East  Douglas  and  Douglas  Centre, 
and  one  on  the  school  house  in  South  Douglas. 

Section  2.  In  town  meetings,  all  persons  present  shall,  on  re- 
quest of  the  moderator,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  seated. 

Section  3.  No  motion  shall  be  entertained  at  an  adjourned 
meeting,  for  the  reconsideration  of  any  vote  passed  at  the  original 
meeting,  or  at  an  adjournment  of  the  same,  unless  notice  of  such 
motion  shall  have  been  given  at  such  original  meeting,  or  at  an  ad- 
journment of  the  same ; but  this  by-law  may  be  suspended  in  any 
particular  case  by  a vote  of  three-fourths  of  those  present  and 
voting. 

Section  4.  When  anyone  addresses  the  Chair,  he  shall  rise 
and  stand  uncovered. 

Section  5.  The  duties  of  the  presiding  officer  not  specially 
provided  for  by  law,  shall  be  determined  by  rules  of  parliamentary 
law  contained  in  Cushing’s  “Manual,”  so  far  as  they  are  adapted 
to  town  meetings. 
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ARTICLE  II. 

Section  l.  The  annual  Town  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the 
third  Monday  of  March  in  each  year. 

Section  2.  The  fiscal  year,  so  far  as  the  accounts  of  the  sever- 
al town  officers  are  concerned,  shall  close  on  the  first  day  of  March  ; 
and  all  accounts  shall  be  made  up  to  that  time. 

Section  3.  Selectmen.  The  Selectmen  shall  have  the  general 
care  and  custody,  direction  and  management  of  all  the  property  of 
the  town,  in  all  matters  not  otherwise  provided  for.  They  shall 
count  the  cash  belonging  to  the  Town,  in  the  Town  Treasurer’s 
possession,  and  examine  and  fully  verify  his  bank  deposit  standing- 
in  the  name  of  the  Town,  on  the  first  day  of  March  each  year,  and 
certify  to  the  town,  in  their  annual  report,  that  they  have  done  so ; 
and  if  everything  connected  therewith  is  found  correct,  they  shall  de- 
clare that  the  amounts  agree  with  the  Treasurer’s  report  regarding 
the  same,  or  otherwise,  as  they  shall  find  it. 

They  shall,  in  ample  time  before  policies  expire,  see  to  the  re- 
newal of  all  fire  insurance  on  the  Town’s  properties,  and  shall  keep 
such  property  properly  insured. 

They  shall  print  the  by-laws  of  the  town  in  full  in  each  annual 
report  of  the  Town  Officers. 

Section  4.  Treasurer.  The  Town  Treasurer  shall  not  use  any 
money  or  funds  belonging  to  the  Town,  in  the  payment  of  any  of 
his  own  or  any  other  person’s  private  bills  or  obligations,  nor  for 
any  other  purpose,  except  for  paying  Town  notes,  interest  on  Town 
notes,  and  the  State  and  County  taxes,  except  on  orders  signed  by 
at  least  a majority  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

He  shall  give  no  Town  notes,  except  the  same  are  approved  and 
countersigned  by  at  least  a majority  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
He  shall  prepare  and  deliver  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  on  or  be- 
fore the  fifth  day  of  March  of  each  year,  a full  statement,  in  detail, 
of  all  receipts  and  payments  of  money  by  him  as  Town  Treasurer, 
showing  the  balance  of  his  account  on  the  first  day  of  March,  with 
a statement  of  the  property  of  the  Town  in  his  possession,  and  all 
notes  or  other  obligations  given  by  him  or  by  his  predecessors,  and 
outstanding  against  the  Town  on  the  first  day  of  March  of  each 
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year,  stating  to  whom  each  note  is  payable,  when  due,  and  the  rate 
of  interest  said  note  or  other  obligation  is  drawing.  He  shall  keep 
all  Town  notes  that  have  been  paid  and  cancelled,  and  all  cancelled 
bank  checks,  and  all  orders  drawn  by  the  Selectmen,  and  other 
valuable  documents  or  papers  belonging  to  the  Town,  or  relating  to 
the  affairs  of  the  Town  in  his  department,  which  shall  be  always 
subject  to  the  inspection  and  examination  of  the  Selectmen ; he 
shall  give  his  bond  within  five  days  after  his  election,  to  the  Town 
Clerk  for  his  custody  and  safe-keeping,  which  shall  first  be  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  endorsed  thereon  in  writing. 

Section  5.  Money  belonging  to  the  town,  if  deposited  by  the 
Treasurer  or  the  agent,  on  the  devise  of  Moses  Wallis,  shall  be  de- 
posited in  some  bank  or  Trust  Company,  allowing  interest  on  daily 
balances,  and  the  interest  on  said  deposits  credited  to  the  town. 

ARTICLE  III. 

CONCERNING  TRUANT  CHILDREN  AND  ABSENTEES  FROM  SCHOOL 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  School  Committee  of 
the  Town  to  appoint  two  suitable  persons  to  be  designated  as 
“Truant  Officers,”  who  shall,  under  the  direction  of  said  Commit- 
tee, inquire  into  all  cases  coming  under  this  article,  and  shall  alone 
be  authorized,  in  case  of  violation  thereof,  to  make  complaint  and 
carry  into  execution  the  judgment  thereof. 

Truant  officers  so  appointed  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  re- 
moval by  the  School  Committee,  and  their  compensation  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  school  committee  and  shall  be  paid  from  the  Treasury 
of  the  Town. 

Section  2.  The  Worcester  County  Truant  School  at  West 
Boylston,  Mass.,  is  hereby  assigned  as  the  place  of  confinement, 
discipline  and  instruction  of  persons  convicted  under  the' provisions 
of  this  article. 

Section  3.  Any  child  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  fifteen 
years,  who  is  an  habitual  truant,  or  is  found  wandering  about  the 
streets  or  public  places  of  the  town,  having  no  lawful  occupation 
or  business,  not  attending  school,  or  growing  up  in  ignorance,  shall. 
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upon  conviction  thereof,  be  committed  to  the  Worcester  County 
'1  ruant  School  at  West  Boylston,  Mass.,  for  such  term  as  the  Justice 
or  Court  having  jurisdiction  may  determine. 

Section  4.  Truant  officers  appointed  as  herein  provided,  are 
authorized  and  empowered  to  take  into  custody  any  such  child,  and 
place  him  in  the  school  to  which  he  shall  have  been  assigned  by 
the  School  Committee  of  the  town. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

PENAL  LAW.  , 

Section  l.  No  person  shall  play  at  any  game  of  ball  or  foot- 
ball, or  throw  ball,  or  stones,  or  snow-balls  in  the  streets  within  the 
limits  of  the  East  Douglas  fire  district. 

Nor  shall  any  person  deposit  within  any  street  or  public  places 
any  ashes,  cinders,  fish  or  any  waste-matter  whatever,  except  by 
the  consent  of  the  Selectmen  ; nor  set  or  plant  any  trees  within  the 
limits  of  the  streets  or  highways  of  said  town,  without  the  consent 
of  the  person  having  the  care  of  said  streets  and  highways. 

Section  2.  No  person  shall  course,  coast  or  slide  upon  the 
streets  or  sidewalks  of  the  town  upon  any  hand -sled,  board,  jump- 
er, or  otherwise,  except  at  such  places  and  under  such  restrictions 
’ and  regulations  as  the  Selectmen  shall  designate  and  require. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  wheel,  drive,  or  draw  any  coach, 
cart,  hand-barrow,  sled,  bicycle,  or  other  carriage  of  burden  or 
pleasure  (except  children’s  hand-carriages,  drawn  by  hand),  or  drive, 
or  permit  any  horse,  neat  cattle,  or  sheep  under  his  care  to  go  or 
stand  upon  any  sidewalk,  or  stand  upon  any  street  crossing,  so  as 
to  obstruct  public  travel. 

Section  4 No  person  shall  behave  himself  in  a rude  and  dis- 
orderly manner,  or  use  any  indecent,  profane  or  insulting  language 
in  any  street,  highway,  or  other  public  place  in  the  town,  or  near 
any  dwelling-house  or  other  building  not  his  own,  therein,  or  be 
or  remain  upon  any  sidewalk  or  fence  contiguous  to  a highway  or 
street,  or  upon  any  doorstep,  portico,  or  other  projection  from  any 
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such  house  or  other  building  nor  in  any  church,  meeting-house, 
railroad  depot  or  platform,  public  hall  or  entrance  thereto,  to  the 
annoyance  or  disturbance  of  any  person  ; nor  shall  any  person,  at, 
near,  or  upon  any  such  dwelling-house,  building,  sidewalk,  door- 
step, portico,  fence  or  projection,  or  any  such  meeting-house,  pub- 
lic hall,  railroad  depot  or  platform,  or  entrance  thereto,  commit 
any  nuisance,  or  by  any  noise,  gesture,  or  other  means,  wantonly 
or  designedly  drive  or  frighten  any  horse  in  any  street,  highway  or 
public  place  in  the  town. 

Section  5.  Penalties.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  preceeding  by-laws,  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  not 
exceeding  ten  dollars  ($10)  for  each  otfence,  to  be  forfeited  and 
paid  to  the  Town,  unless  when  different  provision  is  made  by  the 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  6.  These  By-Laws  may  be  altered,  amended  or  an- 
nulled at  any  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  by  a vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  those  present  and  voting  thereon. 

Section  7.  If  these  by-laws  be  adopted  by  the  town  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Court,  all  by-laws  heretofore  adopted  by  the  Town 
and  now  in  force,  inconsistent  with  these  by-laws,  shall  become 
null  and  void. 

These  by-laws  shall  be  in  force  when  approved  by  the  Court.

SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Committee,  TDouglas,  [Mass: 

Gentlemen  : — I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  schools 
of  Douglas,  for  the  year  ending  March  1,  1905. 

In  developing  a system  of  education  in  any  locality  time  is  a 
necessary  factor.  It  is  true  that  certain  things  indicate  the  rate  and 
direction  of  progress  but  a certain  amount  of  time  must  elapse  be- 
fore definite  results  appear.  Learning  of  small  things  may  be  had 
in  a day,  but  the  education  of  the  children  of  a community  from 
five  to  fifteen  years  of  age,  must  necessarily  be  of  slow  progress. 

It  is  now  a little  over  three  years  since  the  present  policy  was 
adopted  and  put  into  operation  and  while  you  are  familiar  with  its 
working  and  most  of  its  results,  it  may  be  well  to  pause  and  scan 
the  details  more  closely. 

There  are  three  lines  of  education  today,  along  which  the  public 
schools — and  all  others — are  supposed  to  work  with  more  or  less 
emphasis  on  each,  viz : training  of  character,  training  for  efficiency, 
and  the  acquisition  of  knowledge.  The  sectarian  schools  are  em- 
phasizing the  first,  the  general  public  is  demanding  the  last,  and 
the  great  world  of  undiscovered  things  is  crying  out  for  the  second. 
No  special  effort  seems  to  be  made  to  train  for  efficiency  and  power 
in  our  common  schools  until  the  secondary  schools  and  higher  in- 
stitutions of  learning  are  reached,  and  this,  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  the  plastic  age  of  childhood  is  the  period  when  seeds  of 
power  and  efficiency  are  germinated.  Children  are  hustled  into 
school  at  the  age  of  five  and  out  at  the  age  of  fourteen  in  order 
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that  they  may  get  to  work  earning  almost  before  they  are  out  of 
their  knickerbockers  and  short  dresses.  Even  if  they  are  allowed 
to  go  fuidher,  into  high  and  technical  schools  the  cry  is  to  shorten 
the  courses  that  a young  man  or  woman  may  enter  life  early.  We 
are  forgetting  that  it  takes  time  to  grow.  The  art  of  childhood  is 
fast  becoming  lost  and  yet  this  great  world  of  undiscovered  things 
is  crying  eagerly  for  men  and  women  who  can  do  things,  who  can 
think  for  themselves,  who  have  virile  strength  and  the  power  to 
meet  crises  and  surmount  obstacles.  Elbert  Hubbard  says  that  the 
rank  and  file  of  men  and  women  lack  the  iniative  and  have  to  be 
told  what  to  do,  when  to  do  it,  how  to  do  it,  and  then,  have  to  be 
put  under  a boss  in  order  that  it  is  done  properly  and  on  time. 
If  this  be  true  why  should  not  the  training  for  efficiency  and  power 
go  hand  in  hand  with  the  acquisition  of  knowledge  ? Why  should 
not  the  study  of  reading,  arithmetic,  geography  and  history  be  made 
a means  of  power  and  efficiency  as  well  as  the  end  of  knowledge.? 

During  the  last  three  years  two  phases  of  education  have  been 
equally  emphasized,  viz : Knowledge  and  pov/er,  and  though  we 
may  have  fallen  short  of  much  that  was  aimed  at,  yet  we  believe 
that  every  perceptible  progress  has  been  made.  We  have  attempted 
to  lessen  the  dwaddling  tendency  by  providing  definite  work  for  a 
pupil  every  minute  of  the  day,  and  making  every  minute  count. 
The  teacher  is  asked  to  plan  the  work  outside  of  the  school  in 
order  that  she  may  understand  the  principles  that  underlie  the 
teaching  of  each  subject.  She  is  asked  to  plan  for  the  manner  and 
method  of  seat  work  as  well  as  recitations  and  have  her  aims  clear- 
ly defined. 

As  a result  of  this  policy,  we  are  able  to  strengthen  the  Grammar 
school  by  completing  geography  and  arithmetic  earlier  than  in  past 
years  and  putting  in  their  stead  some  studies  properly  belonging 
there,  namely : technical  physiology  and  elementary  algebra.  The 
same  amount  of  geography  which  has  heretofore  required  the  en- 
tire ninth  year  to  complete  is  now  completed  in  the  middle  of  the 
ninth  year  and  technical  physiology  is  taken  up  in  its  place.  The 
same  is  true  of  arithmetic.  The  same  amount  of  arithmetic  re- 
quired the  entire  nine  years  of  the  elementary  school  to  complete 
is  now  practically  completed  in  seven  years  and  a half  and  with

much  better  results,  no  arithmetic  being  taught  in  Grade  I,  and  ele- 
mentary algebra  being  alternated  with  arithmetic  the  last  half  of 
the  ninth  year. 

Another  important  change  occurs  in  the  study  of  English.  Up 
to  the  present  year  a certain  amount  of  technical  grammar  together 
with  the  first  step  in  the  study  of  higher  English,  so-called,  was  re- 
quired in  the  first  year  of  the  High  school.  The  policy  three  years 
ago  aimed  to  reduce  this  by  raising  the  standard  and  quality  of  the 
work  in  the  elementary  schools.  This  year  we  are  attempting  to 
do  this  work  in  the  ninth  grade. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  there  is  much  waste  time  in  the  life  of  a 
pupil  today.  If  the  dwaddling  spirit  of  the  children  could  be  re- 
duced to  a minimum  and  the  daily  attendance  kept  up  to  where  it 
should  be  the  work  of  the  schools  ought  to  be  easier  and  better  ac- 
complished in  eight  years.  These  are  two  factors  which  lessen  the 
effect  of  our  work  with  the  children. 

I believe  the  year  just  past  to  be  a most  profitable  one  if  we  are 
to  judge  from  results.  We  have  better  teachers  and  teaching  than 
heretofore.  Our  schools  are  better  disciplined,  our  teachers  loyal 
and  faithful,  our  children  self-respecting  and  obedient. 

There  has  been  but  one  drawback  which  mars  an  otherwise  suc- 
cessful year,  and  that  is  the  absence  list  of  which  I will  speak  later. 

MORAL  TRAINING  IN  THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 

The  public  schools  are  often  censured  because  of  their  lack  of 
moral  training ; but  if  moral  training  means  anything,  it  means 
character  developing.  Character  developing,  however,  is  influence 
more  by  example  than  by  precept.  No  one  factor  of  education  is 
dominated  more  by  the  subtle  influence  of  environment  than  is 
character  building.  Filth,  dirt,  bad  companions,  vile  literature, 
mean  and  squalid  surroundings,  mutilated  and  decrepit  school  sur- 
roundings, dirty  school  rooms  and  slovenly  teachers,  are  influences, 
and  tend  to  make  or  break  them. 

Few  people  realize  the  moral  influence  of  cleanliness  when  ap- 
plied to  our  schools.  Every  effort  possible  should  be  made  to 
cleanse,  purify  and  beautify  school  rooms  and  grounds,  and  keep 
them  so.  School  rooms  should  be  kept  clean  as  possible  at  all 
times ; should  be  washed  with  disinfected  water  at  least  once  each 
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term.  Floors  should  be  treated  with  preparations  to  keep  down 
dust ; yards,  walks  and  cellars  should  be  kept  tidy  and  clean,  if  not 
for  their  own  sakes,  for  the  sake  of  the  influence  that  school  sur- 
roundings have  upon  children. 

EVENING  SCHOOL  AGAIN 

1 desire  again  to  call  your  attention  to  the  great  necessity  of  an 
evening  school  in  our  midst. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  demands  for  one  are  growing  greater 
each  year.  In  a mill  town  there  are  always  a large  number  of 
children  who  go  to  work  early  through  necessity.  An  evening 
school  would  be  a blessing  to  them.  Then  there  are  those  who  are 
already  matured  who  need  to  be  taught  the  simple  rudiments.  An 
evening  school  makes  far  better  citizenship,  fosters  ambition,  and 
is  a factor  against  street  loafing,  the  bar-room  and  the  saloon.  It 
means  purity  for  young  men  and  women  in  their  teens  in  as  much 
as  it  gives  them  a worthy  object  to  pursue  and  a place  in  which  to 
pursue  it.  Study,  like  religion,  has  saved  many  a soul. 

SAVINGS  BANK  SYSTEM 

It  is  proposed  to  institute,  with  your  approval,  a school  savings 
bank  system  during  the  spring  term. 

This  institution  has  for  its  mission  the  teaching* of  frugality  and 
economy  to  the  children  as  well  as  aiding  the  war  against  the  cig  - 
arette  habit.  The  underlying  steps  in  the  plan  are  the  'saving  of 
small  amounts  by  the  children  to  be  handed  over  to  the  teachers 
once  a week.  These  in  turn  will  be  given  to  the  superintendent 
for  depositing  in  some  savings  bank.  A small  account  book  will 
be  assigned  to  each  pupil  showing  the  amount  deposited,  and  when 
the  amount  reaches  a certain  figure,  say  three  dollars,  a bank  book 
will  be  issued  direct  to  the  pupil  by  the  bank. 

CHANGES  FOR  THE  YEAR 

The  changes  for  the  year  may  be  briefly  stated  as  follows : 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  Miss  Elizabeth  Turner  of 
Douglas  Center  school  resigned  to  take  a position  in  Revere,  Mass., 
and  Miss  Matilda  Burghardt  of  Stockbridge  was  elected  to  fill  the 
vacancy.  A change  also  occurred  in  the  South  Douglas  school.

TABLE  “B” 

A special  table  of  statistics  has  been  arranged  for  the  purpose  of 
bringing  the  statistics  up  to  date.  This  table  embraces  all  the  im- 
portant statistics  from  the  opening*  of  the  school  in  September  to 
the  close  of  the  fall  term  in  December  of  the  present  year. 

Table  “A”  embraces  the  statistics  for  the  last  scholastic  year 
from  September,  1903,  to  June,  1904,  and  is  important  in  estima- 
tion, cost  and  percentages  for  a single  year.  But  in  the  considera- 
tion of  single  items  as  they  stand  at  the  present  time,  and  for 
showing  the  enrolment,  the  general  trend  of  tardiness  and  absences, 
etc.,  in  the  present  scholastic  year,  table  “B”  is  more  accurate. 

STORM  SIGNALS.  SCHOOL  BELL. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  trustees  of  the  Methodist  church , 
the  bell  in  the  tower  has  been  placed  at  our  disposal  as  a school  bell. 
Beginning  with  the  spring  term  this  bell  will  be  rung  at  8.45  a.  m. 
and  12.45  noon,  as  a school  bell.  We  hope  this  cautionary  signal 
Will  have  the  effect  of  lessening  the  tardiness  and  absence  which 
are  now  all  too  frequent. 

I would  suggest  that  permission  be  obtained  to  use  the  ^histle 
on  the  Hayward  mill  for  no-school  or  storm  signal.  If  this  could 
be  done  the  simple  signal  of  four  blows  at  eight  o’clock  and  a 
quarter  after  twelve  respectively,  would  suffice  to  control  morning 
and  afternoon  sessions. 

JANITOR  AND  TRUANT  OFFICER 

In  my  first  report  I recommended  that  the  janitor  of  East  Doug- 
las school  be  employed  as  truant  officer.  This  recommendation 
was  adopted. 

Since  then  the  library  has  been  built  and  the  janitor  of  our 
school  building  who  also  acts  as  truant  officer,  is  employed  as 
janitor  of  the  library.  That  is,  the  janitor  of  the  school  building  is 
now  janitor  of  the  building,  truant  officer  and  janitor  of  the  library 
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as  well.  As  a result,  one  of  these  must  suffer,  and  that  one  has 
been  the  duties  of  the  truant  officer,  owing  to  the  lack  of  time.  1 
am  calling-  your  attention  to  this  condition  feeling  that  with  the  at- 
tendance in  its  present  unsatisfactory  condition  one  man  can  not  do 
duty  in  all  three  offices  without  neglecting  one  of  them. 

ATTENDANCE  AND  TRUANCY. 

The  matter  of  attendance  has  not  improved  since  our  last  report. 
Table  “B”  shows  a total  absence  from  September  to  January  1905, 
of  2288  days.  Just  why  this  is  so  I cannot  say,  but  1 am  positive 
that  so  large  an  absence  list  is  unnecessary.  Many  pupils  are  kept 
out  on  the  slightest  excuse  without  any  fear  of  consequences.  The 
truant  officer  reports  that  he  is  powerless  and  the  situation  is  alarm- 
ing. The  number  of  actual  runaways  from  school  is  small  but  the 
number  of  pupils  that  are  kept  from  school  for  doubtful  reasons 
is  increasing.  Two  thousand,  two  hundred  and  and  eighty- eight 
absences  out  of  an  average  membership  of  three  hundred  and 
twenty  is  a large  number  for  the  first  four  months  of  the  year.  I 
trust  that  you  will  give  this  subject  your  earnest  attention. 

COMBINING  NINTH  GRADE  WITH  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  the  Grammar  school  was  so 
crowded  that  there  were  eight  more  pupils  than  we  had  seats  for , 
the  total  number  of  pupils  amounting  to  fifty-nine.  In  order  to 
relieve  this  congested  condition  the  ninth  grade  was  transferred  to 
the  High  schoolroom  and  recited  English  and  arithmetic  to  Mr. 
Stoddard.  The  remaining  studies  were  recited  to  Miss  Merrill,  the 
pupils  going  to  the  Grammar  room  for  that  purpose  at  the  recita- 
tion periods.  The  records  of  attendance  were  kept  by  Mr.  Stod- 
dard separate  from  the  High  school  as  you  may  see  in  Table  “B”. 
The  record  of  rank  in  all  studies  was  kept  by  Miss  Merrill  just  as 
though  they  were  under  her  immediate  care.  This  was  to  keep 
the  class  distinct  from  the  High  school  department.  A few  took 
elementary  Latin  but  it  was  wholly  voluntary  on  their  part  and 
was  in  addition  to  their  regular  work. 

The  experiment  has  proved  only  a partial  success,  as  they  were, 
in  consequence  of  the  removal,  cut  off  from  drawing  and  music. 
The  experiment  was  tried  merely  oh  account  of  necessity  and 
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judging  from  the  results,  I would  not  advise  it  again,  if  some  other 
way  can  be  found. 

It  is  quite  probable  that  at  the  opening  of  the  next  fall  term  we 
shall  have  all  the  pupils  that  we  can  accommodate  in  the  building, 
owing  to  the  new  mill.  As  I have  already  stated,  it  will  be  unwise 
to  mix  the  elementary  pupils  with  those  of  the  high.  This  creates 
a new  problem  for  us  to  meet. 

DRAWING 

Although  we  have  no  special  teacher  in  drawing,  I am  especially 
pleased  with  the  results  in  this  work.  We  are  getting  as  good,  if 
not  better  results  than  some  towns  that  are  under  a special  teacher. 
One  reason  for  this  is  the  fact  that  your  teachers  some  few  years 
ago,  received  special  instruction  in  drawing  which  has  borne  fruit 
ever  since.  They  seem  to  possess  the  knowledge  and  skill  to  plan 
and  carry  out  whatever  outlines  are  placed  before  them,  and  are 
enthusiastic  in  the  work.  Mr.  Bailey’s  monthly  outlines  have  been 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  teachers  and  are  being  followed  with 
excellent  results. 

Water  colors  have  lately  been  introduced  into  the  first  five 
grades  and  used  with  very  good  results.  This  early  use  of  colors 
gives  the  child  a foundation  for  the  mixing  of  the  water  color  paints 
in  the  upper  grades.  He  then  has  a knowledge  of  how  to  use  his 
tools. 

Beginning  with  the  sixth  grade  charcoal  has  been  used  to  some 
extent.  A subject  has  been  presented  to  the  class,  and  to  impress 
the  principles,  various  mediums  have  been  used  to  maintain  the 
interest. 

Heavy  colored  papers  of  suitable  size  purchased  for  book  covers 
to  be  used  to  preserve  English  composition,  have  been  artistically 
and  appropriately  decorated  by  pupils  of  the  different  grades. 

We  still  lack  models  for  upper  grade  work  to  help  in  the  teach- 
ing of  convergence,  proportion  and  foreshortening  of  circles.  Any 
vase  or  ornament  that  has  been  slightly  damaged  and  set  away  to 
be  used  no  more,  would  be  acceptably  received  to  be  used  in  our 
drawing  classes. 
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CONCLUSION 

1 can  not  close  this  report  without  expressing  my  appreciation  of 
the  attitude  of  the  teachers.  During  the  last  year  a marked  degree 
of  effort,  interest  and  loyalty  has  been  shown.  I can  only  say  that 
this  attitude  and  spirit  has  its  own  reward.  If  work  has  grown 
easier  and  more  enjoyable,  it  is  because  of  the  working  out  of  one 
of  the  fundamental  laws  of  the  human  race.  The  joyful  worker  is 
the  productive  worker,  and  those  who  accept  the  labor  of  life  with 
all  its  limitations,  cheerfully  and  without  complaint,  will  find  those 
limitations  removed  and  their  work  flooded  with  sunlight. 

To  you  of  the  committee  who  have  aided  me  in  my  somewhat 
arduous  duties,  1 have  to  express  to  you  my  appreciation  for  all 
your  help. 

As  a part  of  this  report  I submit  to  you  the  report  of  the  super- 
visor of  music  and  the  principal  of  the  high  school.

REPORT  OF  MUSIC 

[Mr,  F.  S,  Brick,  Supt.  of  Schools,  Douglas,  [Mass.: 

Dear  Sir  : — The  music  outline  for  this  year  is  based  upon  that 
of  last  year  except  that  the  work  has  been  advanced  by  one  grade. 
For  example,  this  year  we  are  beginning  two-part  work  in  the 
third  grade  instead  of  the  fourth,  and  three-part  work  in  the  fifth 
grade  instead  of  the  sixth.  Corresponding  changes  have  been 
made  in  the  work  of  nearly  all  grades. 

Owing  to  frequent  changes  of  conditions  in  the  Grammar  and 
High  schools,  we  have  failed  to  realize  our  purpose  in  those  depart- 
ments, and  it  has  seemed  advisable  to  discontinue  music  in  the  High 
school  for  the  present. 

Below  the  High  school  all  grades  are  well  equipped  with  music 
readers,  and  are  making  definite  advancement  in  respect  to  facility 
of  reading  and  keeping  time.

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REPORT  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

To  Siipt,  F.  5.  Brick: 

Dear  Sir  : — I herewith  submit  my  eighth  annual  report  of  the 
Douglas  High  school. 

While  the  number  of  pupils  has  been  small,  a large  majority  of 
those  who  have  attended,  have  shown  marked  interest  and  have 
been  making  a steady  advancement  in  both  the  quantity  and  quality 
of  the  work  done. 

Last  year  a plan  was  inaugurated  by  which  a pupil  is  to  receive 
a diploma  when  the  prescribed  work  of  the  course  has  been  com- 
pleted. The  course  of  study  has  been  arranged  so  that  this  may 
be  done  in  either  three  or  four  years.  Several  pupils  have,  at  the 
end  of  a year  and  a half,  received  credit  for  one-half  of  the  subjects 
of  the  course.  1 am  especially  pleased  to  report  that  while  a large 
part  of  the  pupils  are  taking  extra  studies  that  they  may  complete 
the  course  in  three  years,  the  amount  and  thoroughness  of  the  work 
has,  in  no  case,  been  less  than  before,  but  in  three  subjects  has 
been  noticeable  more. 

Public  graduation  exercises  were  held  in  the  Congregational 
church.  East  Douglas,  on  the  evening  of  June  twenty-third.  The 
class  of  ’04,  assisted  by  the  other  members  of  the  school,  ren- 
dered in  a delightful  and  creditable  manner  the  program  given  be- 
low.

Report  of  .School  Committee 


The  committee  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  for  the 
year  ending  March  1st,  1905. 

SCHOOL  HOUSES 

We  believe  the  school  houses  are  in  better  condition  today  than 
they  were  a year  ago.  In  the  new  school  building,  owing  to  the 
shrinking  of  some  of  the  woodwork,  the  walls  in  the  several  rooms 
had  broken  away,  leaving  unsightly  cracks,  which  have  been  filled 
up^  and  the  walls  and  ceilings  have  been  re-tinted.  The  school 
house  at  Douglas  Center  has  called  for  some  repairs.  The  walls 
have  been  newly  papered  and  painted,  and  the  chimney  extended 
to  get  proper  draft. 

SUPERINTENDENT 

The  town  is  exceedingly  fortunate  in  being  connected  with  Ux- 
bridge as  a joint  superintendent  district,  and  that  they  have  the 
services  of  such  an  able  and  efficient  superintendent  as  the  pres- 
ent incumbent. 

The  supervision  of  the  teachers  and  methods  of  teaching  have 
been  under  his  control,  and  we  believe  that  the  several  schools  are 
on  a higher  plane  morally  and  intellectually.  The  committee  would 
heartily  recommend  that  the  present  union  be  continued. 

The  other  matters  pertaining  to  the  schools  have  been  so  thor- 
oughly covered  by  the  superintendent  that  the  committee  refrain 
from  making  any  further  suggestions.
